women’s

Pu eblo Indian Food Lift. 
It seems the prou d Santo Do­ 
ming o Indians were em barrassed 
by shipments of food, 
clothing , 
sewing machines and rifle bu llets. 
The women had sent them after 
hearing 
of the 
tribe’s 
pov erty . 
Mrs. Anders g ot the idea for ship­ 
ments after meeting a Santo Do­ 
ming o tribesm an, who was serv ing 
with 
the 
Nav y 
reserv e 
in this 
Sou thern California city . 
The 
reserv ist, 
Santiag o 
Leo 
Coriz, inv ited Mrs. Anders and her 
hu sband Georg e, 49, to v isit his 
pu eblo in New Mex ico. They did. 
When they retu rned, Mrs. An­ 
ders, tears in her ey es, told wom­ 
en friends and newsmen: 
“ If y ou cou ld-each look into the 
hollow ey es of these children and 
v iew their little bodies, and see 
the despair in the ey es of the 


older people, I am su re y ou cou ld 
not tu rn y o*u r backs on this condi­ 
tion.” 
Thu s stirred, Lakewood’s wom­ 
enfolk lau nched a massiv e mercy 
lift, and enlisted the Nav y to fly 
su Dplies to New Mex ico. 
Meanwhile, newspaper stories of 
the Indians’ plig ht filtered back 
to New Mex ico, and prompted this 
letter from Dieg o Rosetta, g ov er­ 
nor of the pu eblo: 
“ It has come as qu ite a shock 
to u s to know that we are starv ­ 
ing , hav e no clothing , hav e no 
land, liv e in an area comprising 
10 squ are blocks.” 
While he appreciated their g es­ 
tu re, Rosetta added, he su g g ested 
they

shipments 
to 
“California 
Indians who are in 
distress.” He noted that “ Indian 
people, as a ru le, are poor people, 
bu t there is a difference between 
being poor and being in want and 
distress.” 
If this is so, the pu zzled Mrs. 
Anders inqu ired, why were Indians 
forced to kill rabbits with clu bs? 
Simple, replied a pu eblo spokes­ 
man, Indians consider clu bs more 
sporting then rifles. 
That ended the Santo Doming o 
ex periment.

Lakewood, still determined to dis­ 
pense charity , hav e fou nd another 
pov erty -stricken g rou p—Indians in 
the interior of Baja

PARIS (AP)—In th e normal tra­ 
dition of organized labor a strike 
is wh en a lot of employ es go off 
th e job, picket th e place and stay 
out until all or some of th eir de­ 
mands are met. 
Th e French , with fine Gallic 
flair, regard a strike in a totally 
different ligh t. Th is attitude pre­ 
vails generally except for French 
coal miners, wh o act as if th ey ’ve 
been 
study ing 
American 
labor 
' practice. 
Strikes h ave been h itting France 
periodically for some month s in 
varied fields of industry and en­ 
deavor. 
Th ey 
are 
French -ty pe 
strikes, 
h owever, and 
th is may 
also be defined as public nuisance 
in gigantic proportions. 
Take th e metro (subway ) work­ 
ers. Th ey call two-h our or four- 
h our strikes at surprise h ours. 
People wh o are try ing to get to 
work fume, walk, h itch rides or 
try to catch taxis. Every body ’s 
temper gets a little th in. 
But th e metro strike is against 
th e government and th e people in 
government wh o matter don’t ride 
th e metro any way . Th e brief loss 
in revenue can’t be large. Some 
resigned French men sjt out th ese 
strikes, 
muttering angrily , 
until 
th e trains rumble th rough th e tun­ 
nels again. 
At th e end of th ese strikes ev­ 
ery body goes ch eerfully back to 
work. Only th e people—wh o h ave 
noth ing to say about metro wages 
in th e first place—are inconveni­ 
enced. 
Th e electrical workers do th e 
same th ing. Th ey make surprise 
cuts in current. Th e gas workers 
lower pressure in th e mains. In­ 
dustry takes a temporary setback 
and h ousewives raise cain because 
th e vacuum doesn’t work and th e 
metros are gloomily silent again, 
for with out power th ey black out. 
In an h our or so it’s all over 
and th ings are normal. 
Th e bus workers follow suit. 
Great masses of grumbling peo- 
le are late to work, don’t get to 
work at all, walk or h unt for taxis. 
But in a couple of h ours th e buses 
are roaring th rough th e streets 
again. 
If th e primary objective is to 
let th e government know th ey are 
not satisfied, th e metro people, th e 
utility workers and th e bus crowd 
probably h ave a point. A lot of 
Parisians th ink th is could be done 
better by committee. Th en peo­ 
ple culd get to th e office and th e 
vacuums would work.
